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Ove of the most important duties 
resting upon Catholic parents is to provide 
for the Catholic education of their children, 
No legacy will mean so much for their spirit- 
ual welfare and eternal happiness as a thor- 
oughly Catholic education all the way from 
the primary. grades on through the univer- 
sity. 

With Catholic schools across the country 
about to open, Catholic parents should make 
every effort and undergo every sacrifice to 
see that their offspring are enrolled therein. 
Children are not given, but are merely en- 
trusted, to. parents, and. they will be called 
upon to give to almighty God a strict ac- 
count of their stewardship. 

The most.important part of their whole 
stewardship is to provide the moral and re- 
ligious training that will enable their off- 
spring to save their souls. 

Tired from His teaching and journeying, 
Jesus sat down one day to rest. Immediately 
a flock of little. children swarmed around 
Him. Knowing how much our Blessed Lord 
needed a little peace and quiet, the disciples 
were about to drive them away. 


Jesus stopped them, however, and said: 
“Suffer the little children to come unto me, 
and forbid them not; for of such is the king- 


dom of God.” Then putting His arms around 
these innocent little ones, our Savior pressed 
them to His bosom and blessed them. 

The words, uttered by the divine Master 
on the roadside of ancient Judea, have con- 
stituted the educational policy which His 
Church has followed for nineteen centuries. 
They have been thé lodestar which has 
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guided the Catholic Church in all the coun- 
tries of the world. 

After the erection of a temple for the 
worship of God, and sometimes even before, 
the Church proceeds with all possible speed 
to establish a school. There the little ones 
are gathered under the arms of gentle sisters, 
devoted brothers, and holy priests and are 
kept ever close to the Sacred Heart of Jesus 
Christ. 

Like the disciples of old, there have been 
well-meaning people who have sought to de- 
ter her. “It’s too expensive,” they say. “It’s 
too difficult to bear a double burden. It 
costs too much in effort, in money, and in 
the lifeblood of the teachers.” 


Yes, the Catholic school costs much in 
hardship, in suffering, and in sacrifice. But 
it is worth all this and more. It means the 
shaping of human hearts and the fashioning 
of human minds .after the heart and the 
mind of Jesus Christ. 

We have nothing but esteem and grati- 
tude for the splendid army of men and 
women who teach in our public schools, 
which many of our pupils attend. Because 
of the great variety of religious faiths in this 
country it has been thus far impossible to 
find a way to teach religion in the public 
schools. Hence scarcely a word is. spoken 
about God, about Christ, about the legacy 
of divine truth which He bequeathed to 
mankind, about the destiny of the human 
soul, and the means of attaining it. 

The result is that the products of our 
public schools know next to nothing about 
the great truths (Continued on page 11)

Nor pessimistic but realistic, we have 
always been a little skeptical of those cheery 
individuals who keep announcing that re- 
ligion -has never been stronger than right 
now .in- Russia, Peron’s wreckage of the 
churches in Argentina was a. wonderful 
tonic for the faith, Poland is going through 
a religious revival, churches are packed in 
Red Lithuania, etc: 

According to such observers, the best 
way of promoting religion in your parish 
would be to go down this afternoon and 
shoot. your pastor, then burn down the 
church. That’s what the Commies have been 
doing. 

On the contrary, we have always con- 
tended that with the Reds systematically 
starving out religion, Russia will be godless 
in a very short. time, if it isn’t now. How 
many generations over there have grown up 
religious morons since 1918? 

Confirming our opinion, we have an 
eye-witness account by Dr. Homer Dodge 
and Norton Dodge, published in an interview 
with “U.S. News & World Report.” Here is 
the part dealing with religion:

No doubt you haven’t. His answers on all 
these questions would probably typify young peo- 
ple today.

For the next few months I intend to present 
on these pages a series of articles about the guy 
across the street. and his girl friend — or wife, if 
he is married: I hope the series will help young 
people understand their own age group better and 


also help those who are working with youth de- 
velop more Successful and helpful youth pro- 
grams. - 

If you stopped to talk with the guy across the 
street some evening, you would ‘sense that the 
mood of our young people today is one of help- 
lessness' in face of the world around them. What 
is behind this, “I don’t care, I can’t do much about 
it” attitude of youth today? Is it their fault, or 
has something within our society given birth to 
this cynicism? 


Prophets of doom are certainly having an 


open season. World Communism and atomic 
energy attest that our age is one of féar and con- 
fusion. Communism, as a reaction to 19th century 
individualism run wild, and the Hydrogen Bomb, 
as a culmination of the Scientific Age, have young 
people running scared. They seem to be caught 
up in a climate of psychological insecurity. 
Though young people today are, enjoying their 
highest degree of material prosperity, they act 
like they have lost control of their destiny. 

Some modern psychologists rub their hands 
with glee. They have always insisted that man, 
like a machine, is subject to certain unchangeable 
laws. They say he can be made to think and act in 
pre-determination. They tell us man can be con- 
trolled by outside political and economic forces. 

This idea, of course, is the basis of totalitar- 
jianism. according to which the state conditions 
man through propaganda to think and act as it 
desirés, And sometimes the guy across the street 
acts like he doesn’t have a mind of his own but is 
swimming with forces: outside. his control. 

Well, if we admit the modern psychologists 
are right, then the guy across the street has lost 
control of his destiny: Then he is merely the pro- 
duct of: his environment and therefore not morally 
responsible for what he does or aware of what is 
being done to him. His helplessness in face of 
Communism and the H-Bomb are understandable. 

But are the modern psychologists right in 
treating man as-a machine? Or is there some

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The Church And Social Justice 


Race, Law And You 


LT. GEORGE P. MCMANUS 


Now that the Supreme Court has re- 
pudiated the “separate but equal” doctrine in 
the school cases, one hears more prominently 
the argument that law, as a means of changing 
the social thinking of people, is ineffectual. 
Indeed it has been called harmful to the cause 
of interracial justice inasmuch as it has the 
flavor of an unnecessary invasion of states’ 
rights by the national government, and will 
therefore unify resistance to the underlying 
philosophy. Rather should the emphasis be 
placed upon “education” is the argument even 
of some of those who are genuinely interested 
in a completely integrated America 

The barrier of social prejudice is 
upon ignorance, fear and superstition, they 
reason; and educating, the people as to the 
superficiality of racial difference, the contra- 
diction that our present position represents in 
terms of our stated adherence to democratic 
principles as a nation, and the serious impli- 
cations that segregation in any form has for 
the free world in a day when the Colored 
peoples of the world are becoming more and 
more aware of the race question, is the surer, 
if slower way of tearing down this barrier 

Many Catholics too, prefer a re-emphasis 
of the Church’s teaching of the doctrine of 
the Mystical Body of Christ, of the immorality 
of the position that some of us are created 
essentially better than others, and of the ab- 
surdity of the logical conclusion from this 
kind of thinking that there is segregation in 
the heavenly kingdom. 

I do not dispute the contention that edu- 
cation is an important instrument and per- 
haps the most important — in breaking down 
racial prejudice. However I canot agree that 
the enactment of law forbidding acts of dis- 
crimination tends to hamper progress made in 
this important field. Indeed-laws are them- 
selves instruments of education; and where the 
good of society vequires that people be edu- 
cated, whethe be in matters of health, traf- 
fic safety, or human rights, the quickest. and 
most effectual route to successful education 
is by the enbodiment of the desirable prin- 
ciples in law. 

Left to their own initiative, people will 
take the line of least resistance, and will re- 
fuse to avail themselves of the data which will 
prove to them that this or that course of action 
is not only goad, but necessary for an orderly 
and democratic society. 


Case Stands On Its Merits 

The case for interracial justice can stand 
on its own merits. Any interested American 
who is willing to examine the case objectively 
must conclude that to accord equal rights and 
proper privileges to all people is necessary to 
the maintenance of a harmonious, free and 
democratic state. Any Catholic must conclude 
that to hold that God created children and 
step-children is not consonant with his faith. 
But how to get people to examine the case? 
Would even people of good will scrupulously 
respect the rights of others in other fields if 
they were not compelled by law to do so? And 
have not the people discovered that the minor 
inconveniences attendant upon their compli- 
ance with the many laws and regulatory pro- 
cedures in the community, are far outweighed 
by the benefits derived in terms of personal 
safety, freedom from trespass and freedom of 
conscience and expression? f 

‘On July 1, 1945, the New York State Law 
against Discrimination became effective. At that 
time, in this non-segregated state, much the 
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same comment regarding the feasibility of this 
kind of legislation as is heard today in those 
areas of the nation affected by the Supreme 
Court’s decision in the “separate but equal” 
school cases, was prevalent. Some of the most 


indefatigable workers for social justice, those 


who had spent years of their lives trying to 
uproot the social evils of prejudice and dis- 
crimination in the New York community, were 
skeptical of the attempt to accomplish this end 
by the enactment of law. Employers and busi- 
ness men, influenced by fear of loss of trade 
or public support, or fear of labor trouble be- 
cause of anticipated. objections on the part of 
other employees, said simply, “It will not 
work.” Some operators of restaurants and rec- 
reation places foresaw the ruin of their busi- 
ness enterprises if. they were no longer per- 
mitted to “control” their patronage. 

Thus discrimination from fear 
rather than prejudice, and subsequent experi- 
ence revealed that these fears were unfounded. 
When qualified people of all races, religions and 
nationalities are employed and _ promoted, 
when these people are admitted to places of 
recreation and rendered services based solely 
upon their ability to pay and to conduct them- 
selves in an orderly fashion, the anticipated 
difficulties fail to materialize. 

The Commission against Discrimination, 
éstablished under the law, investigated and pro- 
cessed some 3,000 cases in-its first nine years 
of operation, and all but four of these allega- 
tions of discriminatory practices were settled

by conferences rather than by public hear- 
ings, or recourse to the courts. Those who 
were most fearful at first, have found that it 


is wasteful to bar qualified workers on the 
basis of race or nationality, and that it is.un- 
profitable not to avail one’s self of every man’s 
full contribution to the nation’s industrial pro- 


ductivity and efficiency. They were educated 
in ten short years, by law 
Tested And Proved 


A test of the workability of the Supreme 
Court’s decision came to a close with the end 
of Washington's first mixed-school year. Once 
again, the anticipated problems did not ma- 
terialize. Racial trouble did _ not develop, 
Clashes between students were few; and open 
complaints were at a minimum. There have 
been few objections to the integration of Negro 
teachers with White faculties. Indeed there has 
been a general expression of approval on the 
part of White principals and White parents. 
The problems experienced have been those 
which grew out of the segregated school system 


where overcrowding in some Negro school 
buildings and overworking of some Negro 
teachers made for separate but actually 


unequal education of Negro school children. 
In nine months, parents and teachers in 
the nation’s capitol began to see that integra- 
tion will not destroy America. This was clearly 
evident, since for some five years prior to the 
Supreme Court decision, the Catholic paro- 
chial schools of Washington were admitting 
Negro children without any reported trouble 
at all. In ten years they will find that inte- 
gration is educationally sound, as New York- 
ers have found. under their law against dis- 
crimination that it is economically sound,

Termed Failure

Through more than 50 years, 


said Bishop Gonzaga, the Church | 


in this country has stood its ground 


and preserved its profound spiritu-| 
al values in spite of continuous | 


attacks from different quarters. 


Materialists, he said, have de- 
nounced faith as being “old- 
fashioned.” Many people, includ- 
ing Masons and Protestants, have 
blamed the “old regime” for the 
degenerate standard of morals in 
the country. These attacks, the 
bishop said, though apparently 
directed against the colonialism 
of the past era, are in reality di- 
rected against the Catholic faith 
which was then implanted here. 


Present-day evils and “isms,” 
said the Leyte prelate, do not stem 


from. the “old regime” but from 


modern materialistic minds who 
have preferred material to spiritu- 
al and moral values. 


schauung” from the Catholic 
faith to which they still claimed 
to adhere. 

What has been going on in the 
minds of those young men? How 
does it happen that their hopes

The “People’s Democracy” has 
‘come to stay, for a very long time 
‘at least, they reason. Therefore it 
\is necessary to reach a tolerable 
'modus vivendi with those in power. 
'In view of the social achievements 
'of the regime and of the means of 
‘coercion at its disposal, every pos- 
‘Sible concession must be made in 
|order to save the essentials: free- 
'dom of worship and the chance 
‘that not every believing Catholic 
'will be barred from participation 
'in public life. 


THIS POLICY of “concessions to 
the utmost” has produced some 
slight results. “Progressive Catho- 
lies” are accorded preferential 
treatment which has not, however, 
yet included an appointment to a 
really influential post. 

Religious worship is permitted, 
and the state has devoted large 
sums Of public monies to the re- 
construction of war-damaged 
churches and to the building of 
new ones. The majority, so it is 
said, of priests imprisoned for po- 
litical reasons have been released.

But these advantages appear - 
more than offset by great dis- 
advantages and dangers. In all 
public schools the youth is be. 
ing educated.on wholly material- 
istic, anti-religious lines. The en- 
tire clergy as well as lay intel- 
lectuals are wholly dependent 
on the regime in a material 
sense and spiritually too, in so 
far as they wish to address them- 
selves to the public by word of 
mouth or in print,
